Lecointe, Puyravean, {peaking to order, obferved, 
that the public-aflemblies were infelted with Royaliits 
and Emigrants, and that the Patriots, who were not 
fufficiently bold, could not wear the national cockade, 
which was confidlered as a mark of profcription. ‘The 
ufual hymns which Jed on to victory were no more fung, 
and a confpiracy exifted to fubvert the Republican Go- 
vernment. It was, in his opinion, neceflary to puta 
period to the intrigues and malicious defigns of the 
Emigrants, whom the Englifh Government has dif- 
patched to Paris for the purpofe of deftroying the Con- 
ftitution. He then contended, that if the laws were 
not ftrong enough to enable the Police to arreft the 
guilty, that the Directory fhould be invefted with pro- 
per powers todo fo. Domiciliary vifits fhould be re- 
newed, according to the 359th article of the Conftitu- 
tion, and fuch a meafure would prove a matter of fafety 
to the innocent, and would only tend to the punifhment 
of the guilty. He then concluded with moving, that 
a meflage be fent. to the Directory, for the purpofe 
of afcertaining whether the meafures pointed out and 
authorifed by the laws are fufficient for the apprehenfion 
of the Emigrants. and Englifh, and all the enemies of 
the Republic, who,may be concealed at Paris.x—This 
motion was. agreed to. 

Briot moved for the appointment of a Committee of 
five to propofe the adoption of meafures again{t thofe 
who fhould conceal Emigrants! Lecointe, Briot, 
Chabert, Porte, and Quirot, were named by the Coun- 
cil. ‘ 

The following anfwer of the Directory to the mef- 
fage moved by Lecointe was read : 

«You afk if the meafures and power of the police are fufh- 
cient to reach the Englifh, the emigrants, and the enemies of 
the public tranquillity, who are concealed at Paris? We cannot 
avoid declaring that thefe ‘men are at work in every direction, 
and that-the Englifh Government exhaufts every means to pre- 
vent the fatal blow which threatens:it. 

“ Strangers continually crowd into Paris, and whatever may 
| be the vigilance of the police, they cannot be apprehended, be- 
caufe they conceal themfelves, ~ The Directory expects trom 
you, Citizen Legiflators, the enacting of a law, which will give 
to the Executive Government the power of arrefting the guilty, 
under whatever mafk they may conceal themfelves.”” 

After the reading of this meflage, the following re- 
folutions were propofed and adopted : 


I. The Executive Directory is impowered to order, during 
a month from the date of the prefent law, domiciliary vifits, 
according tothe terms of the 3s5gth Article of the Cunttitution, 
for the purpofe of apprehending the agents of England, the 
‘migrants whe have returned, the tranfported priefts, or thofe 
liable to tranfportation, the affaflins and the leaders of the 
Chouans and banditti, who have not laid down their arms, or 
who have taken thém up again after the amnefty. 

a. Uhe Executive Directory fhall prefent within a decade to 
the Legiflative Body, an account of the execution of the laws 
with refpect to paffports, to thofe relative to tranfported priefts, 
or thofe liable to trapfportation, and to the emigrants who have 
returned, as well as the perfons who conceal them. 


Meffage of the Direétory, relative to the taking of 
Malta, to the Council of Five Hundred :

CITIZENS REPRESENTATIVES, 

For a Jong period: the. Government of Malta had 
dared to exhibit hoftile intentions againft France. It 
had extended the moft audacious favour and countenance 
to the emigrants, whom they gave admittance into their 
ifland, as well as to thofe of the Knights who aagmented 
the army of Conde.’ Its conftitution impofed upon it a 
law of the molt {trict neutrality. yet even at the time 
when this» principle was moft loudly profeffed, it gave 
to Spain, at war with us, the permiflion to recruit her 
failors at Malta. It has continued fince to give the 
fame indulgence to the Englifh ; the fame requeft was 
frequently made by the French, and molt indignantly 
repulfed. If any Maltefe, if any Frenchman refident 


French caufe, they were perfecuted, plunged into dun- 
geons, and treated as malefaétors. It fhould have 
feemed that the hatred of fo pettya flate again{t France 
could not have difplayed icfelf ia more decifive aéts.— 
Neverthelefs, the Grand Matter, in a manifefto ‘of the 
‘roth of Ogtober 1793, ventured to declare, that the 
King of Naples having intimated to him his ftate of war, 
he eagerly ized the opportunity to fhut the ports of 
Malta againft all French thips. He went {till farther, 
he declared in the fame’ manefefto, that the money de- 
pofited at Malta, at this period, fhould no longer’be 
confidered but as money fubject to the expence of the 
undertakings of the Kings of France. In a word, it 
was added, that before that, though information was 
received that a new Envoy was on the road, they would 
receive ne fuch..perfon, nor any other as the agent 
of the pretended Republic of Frarice, whom the Grand 
Matter (thefe are the very words) neither can, nor 
wifhes, nor ought to recognife. 

The Government of Malta,’ to be fure, ‘could not 
more effectually at that time fhew a difpofition more 
hoftile to France 3 but this flate of war has fubfifted e- 
ver fince.. On the 21ft, Prairial this year, the demand 
made by the Commander of the French forces’in thefe 
feas, to be allowed his convenience of taking in water 
at the different anchoring grounds about thie ifland, was 
refufed with the ironical form that the Grand Maiter 
could not permit more than two tranfports at a time, 
which would ‘have required 300 days to water the 
French troops- » What audacity, this tv infult the ar- 
my of the Republic commanded by General Buona 
parte !—-On ‘the’Z2d Prairial, in the morning, the 
French troops’ weré*landed at ‘various points of the 
ifland.- .Through’the day the place was invefted on.e- 
‘very fide, ‘and cdhnonaded with the greatelt alacrity.— 
The befieged made a fortie, in which the Chief of Bri- 
pade Marmont, ‘at the ‘head of the tgth, carried the 
ftandard of the order. *On the 24th, in the niorning, 
the Knight of the Order of St John of Jerufalem put

OLD BAILEY. 
SWINDLING MONEY-LENDER, 

Frederick Molyneux (an elderly man, and not of 
very refpectable appearance) was indicted for unlawful- 
ly and defignedly obtaining from John and William 
Pilling, the fum of Sol. under falfe pretences, their 
monies, againit the form of the ftatute. 

"The circumttance of this cafe, as {tated by Mr Guer- 
ney, Counfel for the profecution, were as follow : Meff. 
Pilling, the profecutors, were perfons engaged in trade, 
and living at Howden in Yorkshire. In the month of 
July, 1797, they obferved an advertifement in a York 
paper, refpeéting money to be leat, on remarkably li- 
beral and advantageous terms, to any amount, from 
100]. to 2000]. om approved fecurity ; application to 
be made, by letter, to Mr G. H. Morris, 81. Baker- 
ftreet, Portman-fquare. Being in want of cath, , they 
forthwith applied, by letter, to Mr G. H. Morris, re- 

uiring a loan of 20001. and offering a mortgage on 
ome premiffes, which were in fact an ample fecurity 
for a much greater fum. They received an anfwer 
from the fuppofed Mr Morris, fetting forth, he had 
no doubt of the goodnefs of the propofed fecurity, but 
begged leave to recommend. another mode, as more 
beneficial to the borrowers, and much more acceptable 
to himfelf, namely to infure their lives. In confe- 
quence of this propofal, a correfpondence between the 
parties took place, and feveral letters were interchanged. 
The prifoner’ requefted they would remi: to him the 
fam of Sol. to pay for the poli¢y of infurance. In 
the courfe of the correfpondence, he reprefented him- 
felf to be confined with the gout, at his villa near Rich- 
mond, and, living id luxury and ftyle, he alfo intima- 
ted, that he had heard of the nice flavour of the York- 
fhire hams, and begged Meff. Pilling would forward a 
couple to Baker-ftreet, for the purpofe of trial. In 
fhort the profecutors became the dupes of his repre- 
fentations ; they remitted him the Sol. to pay for the 
policy, and fent up the hams. After doing this, they 
naturally expected to be put in poffeffion of the two 
thoufand pounds ; but the next letterfrom Mr G. H. 
Morris was of avery differeht complexion from all the 
preceding ones ; it was expreflive of his great regret 
that he could not then forward the money, as his clerk 
in town had run away, and robbed him of cafh and 
notes to a very great amount. This intelligence awa- 
kened the fufpicions of the profecutors, and Mr Wil- 
liam Piling came up to town. Upon going to No. 81. 
Baker-ftreet, he found the houfe to be unoccupied, and 
a bill upon the windows for letting it. Upon farther 
inquiry, he learned, that a perfon of the name of Fre- 
derick Molyneux, the prifoner, (who. lodged ata public 
houfe, was in the habits of seceiving letters there, 
diré&ted to G. H. Morris. The afliftance of a Bow- 
{treet officer was called in ; the prifoner was apprehend» 
ed at his“ lodgings ; the letters of Mefl. Pilling were 
found in his poffeflion, and alfo the greateft part of the 
hams he had mentioned. . if “S 
» Mr W. Pilliog was then called, .and confirmed the 
ftatement of the Counfel as above. He defcribed the 
correfpondence between the prifoner and him to. have 
commenced about the midule of July, and continued 
till the middle of O@ober. He added, that when the 
prifoner was appreliended, he faid, he oply ated for 
anether perfon ; about a dozen of letters paffled be- 
tween them. Y 

Carpmeal, the officer, ftated, that early in Novem- 
ber Jaft, he went with Mr Pilling, to apprehend the 
prifoner ; he took him into cuftody at the fign of the 
compaffes public-houfe,. in Mount-ftreet, where he 
lodged ;, they fearched his apartment, and in a drawer 
feveral letters were found which Mr P. faid were writ- 
ten by him ; they alfo found one ham entire, and a part 
of another. The prifoner om being queftioned, faid 
he was only an agent in the bufinefs. He was taken 
to Bow-ftreet, but the witnefs faid, he did not believa 
that any regular examination was figned by the prifon- 
er there. He was afterwards taken to Guildhall, and 
committed from thence. 

The letters were then produced, and perufed by the 
Court ; on which Mr Recorder déclared his opinion, 
that the indiétment could not be fubftantiated againft 
the prifoner by the evidence adduted ; as the profe- 
cutors could neither prove that the prifoner was the 
perfon who had fent the letters, nor that he had writ- 
ten them. They were therefore bound to acquit. 

The prifoner was accordingly pronounced—Net 
Guilty. ;
